That men may no longer be dceived by that ſpirit which 
is out of God, to wit, the Prince of the poweroft the A _ 
ſhill declare che way of life, with the works it doth in man 
to them, that ſo by it they may know the way of death, 8nd 
that, by life, through obedience to it they may eſcape ic to 
wit, the way of death. 


B:hold, ir Man may be felt two Spirits moving to mans 
ſpirit, and ſtriving with Man : and theſe two ſpirits, are con- 
trary one unto the other,one being Light, an4 the other Dark- 
nels; theſe two Spirits, are the way of life, and good; death 
andevil; and Man is his ſervant whom he doth obey : only 
the Lords ſervants are Free-men; but che others ſervants are 
Captives, both they and their Prince: Theſe two Sp'rits, or 
Princes, may be known by their motions, or leadings ; the 
Prince of life and light, leads into the way of Righteouſnels, 
the effect of which 1s Peace ; but the Prince of the power ot 
the Air, leads them that obey him,into the wayes of uorigh te= 
ouſneſs, which is the cauſe of_ trouble. Mark, Min is not the 
Author of either of their motions, although ic be within him ; 
neicher doth theſe two Princes,to wit, Michael, nor the D. vi; 
by their motions in men forcethem, M rk, the Lord, whoſe 
wayes are equal, will not force men to ſave them; for if he 
ſhould, then they that are ſzved could not be free-men : Nw 
the Lords ſervants are free-men. Apain, If the Lord ſhould 
force them whom he ſaveth, then ic might be (aid by them 
that are not ſaved , that he did reſpet perſons, which the 
Lord doth not; for, He taſted death for every man for the 
tranſgreſſions that was under the firſt Teltzment, and pave 
himſelf a rar.ſom for all, to be teſtified in duerime As touch- 
ing forcing of men, in point of ſaying them, that is contrary 
to his Name, whois a juſt God, and whoſe wayes are equal 
wi:hout reſpeR of perſons, as miy appear by his giſt in all, 
which is unto all, for the juſtification of life, As for the mo- 
tion of the Devil, that is within men, which they are not the 
Author of, by them, be only tempts men, he cannot force 
them :- the Cauſe is, becaule that be himſelf is a Priſoner , and 
_ can. 


can do nothing unto men, bur by permiſſion : The Angels 
that kept n:t their fiſt eſtate, are in chains, 8s ſaith the Sci. 
pture. Mark, The motion-that comes from the Devil, is 
ſin, to be charged upon the Devil,and not upon men tempcati- 
ons ;althovgh it be a ſin, yet it is not to be impured unto man : 
Chriſt -was tempted, yet he was wi:hout ſin. Mark, Although 
men are not the Authors of the motion of either Spirit that 
moveth within them, yet men are the ſubjeRs that chuſeth, 
and cleaveth unto whom they will ſerve. -I fay.again, Men 
are the SubjeRs, and the Authors of their chuling, and 
cleaving unto whom they will ſerve, although they do not 
know until they have done it, what they have done: Adam 
and Eve knew not the effeR of eating of the forbidden truic 
until they had doneit; and then they did not know neither, 
as of themſelves, it was the light, Gods voyce, or law which 
is ſpiritual, that manifeſted unto them what they had done, 
as it's written, By the Law i the knowledge of ſin ; and as then, 
ſo now, Al things that are reproveable, are made manifeſt by the 
light ,- as ſaith the Scripture; and that light is no lefs then 
Chrift Jeſus the Lord. There are differences-of manifeſtations, 
and operations,yet as the Scripture ſaith, There is bat one Lord. 
Mark; When that the light in Man hath made manifeſt unco-men 
what they bave done 1n their ignorance (as that it:doth) and 
- reproves them for it; as the Lord ſaid-unto Cain, If thou deft 
well, ſpalt thou nut be- accepted ? © bus if thou doſt evil. Mark, 
' for-it maybe felt; as ''tis noted in the Old Tranſlation ,- but 
'Jefe out in the New, | by and by (in is open at thy door, not- 
withftandipg let it be ſubdued, and fee thou rule it]. Ho! 
What meekneſs is here manifeſted to be in God to Man- ward, 
. at firſt, when he have ſinned; and ic-may be krewnin the 
ſpirie of them'that regard the work of the Lord : this work 
'the Lotd doth in every man; I the Lord ſearchrth the heart, 
and meketh manifeſt unto Man bir thoughts, and convinceth the 
world of fin : But if men/ doth: not regard this. work of the 
Lords, ſoasto return at hisreproofs, from ſin gato him, but 
go- on intheir ſins, '\then the Lord: proceeds againſt chem in 
his adminiſtration , -that is, he-irenders- tribulation , an- 
' euiſh and wrath uponevery ſoul/that dothevil ; the m_ is, 
nElr

their going on in their ſins; the Lord doth not willingly af- 
fit, nor grieve the children of men, but fools are afflicted, 
becauſe of ſin. I call this Diſpenſation, or going forth of 
the Lord againſt ſinners, an Adminiftration: becauſe the Lord 
appeared not ſo at the firſt, in the creatures; to them, I wote, 
that asI have ſaid,they choſe and cleaved to the motions of 
of ſin, through ignorance; but whien fin is open at the door of 
heir hearts, and they reproved for it, and yet goon in their 
ſins, then the Lord proceeds againſt men,as before written: the 
cauſe of the Lords goings forth in this miniſtration , which is 
an adminiſtration of condemnation, is, as it's writter, man's 
tranſgreſſion, as ſaith the Scriptures , The Law was added be- 
cauſe of tranſgr:ſſion. 

If it be objzRed}, Theſe words points unto that Law which is. 
Frittenin a Buck without us. 

F anſwer, Ic is figured out by that, as Chriſt was by M:ſer, 
that's true ; But the Law, as Paul ſaith, is ſpiritual; beware 
of going from that which is ſpiritual. And that may be known of 
God which is manifeſt as the Scripture ſaich, within, Rom, 1.19. 
I ſay, into the ſhadow without, for they arenort the heavenly 
things themſelves, neither do chey makethe comers thereto 
perfeft, as appertaining to their Conſcience, but turn from 
that for which the Law was added, to wit, from ſin: unto 
thit Light or Face thac do manifeſt in thee its anger againſt 
it, who is the end of the Law, to all that obey it, witbour 
which no man can be ſaved, from the wrath that is to be re- 
vealed ; neither can they ſee the Kingdom of God, although 
it's in them, and'by it they fee their ſins ; neither ſhall they, 
as Ch.iſt ſaith, enter therein, to wit, into the light ; the light, 
which ſhinesin them that arein darkneſs, is of Gods King- 
dom : God ax (as ſaith the Scripture) in Chrift; and Chriſt 
faith; Hes the light, I amcome, ſaith he, « light into the world ; 
faith Jobn, He was before me ; as concerning the fleſh, John 
was before him born into the world : But as Chriſt was the 
tree light, that lighteth every man that cometh into the world, he 
was in the world though they knew him not, before Joby, . 
I:'s the life of Jeſus which is the light of men , that's Gods: 
Kingdom ; Firft feek that, and the righteouſne(s thereof, for in it: 
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is kid ell the trea'ures of wiſdom and knowledge. Mark, Men in 
darknefs cannot find Gods Kingdom ; they firſt tnuſt ceaſe 
from looking cut, and wait in their Spirits, as the wiſe men 
did ar Feruſal--m, until che Seerappear, that is, the {malleR ap- 
peara:ce of God in cheir hears, which lave ftrived wi;h 
them, and wrote all the hefore-mentioned works within them; 
and follow it ſo ſha! they be turned, unto that which in its fi. (& 
appearance is but as a Ster, or, as Chrilt ſaith, ſpeaking of che 
K ngdom of Gd, as a przin of Muſtard ſee, then will it ariſe 
in them, andexpeitheclouds of Ignorance and Errors from 
them, and miriteſt himlelt ro them according to his promile 
121 the Scriptures without them : but not to men in wicked- 
neſs: I wil, (-1ch Chriltt, manrfeft my ſelf unto you , ſpeaking 
to his Diſciples, not to the world : They are like unto a 
hearth in a Deſart; to wit. menin wickedneſs, they cannot 
ſee when Good cometh: although that they by that which is 
00d doth fee ſin, neither can they receive the Spirit, or 
k 1ow it,until they by it turn unto that which may be known of 
God wichin themſelves, which if nor witneſſed, then they ſpal 
periſh, as ſaith Chriſt, ſpeaking of thoſe on whom the Tower 
of Shilch fell, and as David ſaich, They ſhall never ſet th: lic bt, they 
ſra# go (faith he) unto the generaticn of their fathers, ard ſhall ne- 
ver ſee the light : Tfic be demanded Why. 1 anſwer, as f1:h 
the Scripture, Becauſe they regard not the works of the Lord, 
nor the operation of bis hands, therefore ſhall be deſtroy them , and 
not build them up : as for the works chat the Lord doth in them, 
they ſhall witneſs that he would have ſaved chem : But they 
would not. His works, as ſaith the Scripture, area vreater witne)s 
then John the Baptiſt, thewgh of all that was born of women, witil 
Jobn, there was not a greater Prophet. 

Queſtion. What is the firſt principle, that a Miniſter i to preach 
unto men, for obedience of faith, that ſo tkey through obedience 19 it 
may be ſaved ? 

Ariſw. The Word of 'God, which liveth, that is in their 
hearts; that is the firſt'principle which ought co be preach- 
ed unto men, for obedience of faith, all that obey that Word, 
by ir, their faich cometh, and is lively : by which they are 
ſaved, Mark, By what a mans faith cometh in, ge" 
cl 
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eth. Ifthe Word of God, Chriſt Jeſus the light that is in thy 
heart, be not the Author of thy faith , then thy faith is not 
of God, neither doth ir ſtand in that which the Saints faith did, 
for, 8s the Scripture ſaith, their faith ard h:p: was in God, who 
is light, and through all, Take heed : for, erring from the firſt 
Principle in DoErine, is the greateſt Error that can be, and 
the cauſe of all Errors, 

Queſt. Do mens Salvation depend upon their Obedience, or on the 
work of Chriff within them ? 

Anſw. Obedience is not the Saints ſalyation, nor the work 
of Chrift within them ; but Chriſt Jeſus the I:ight within them, 
whoſe Nameis called the Word of God, and on him, his people 
do depend, and not on their obedience, nor yet on the work 
of Chriſt within chem : yer withoue obedience . unto that 
which may be known of God, who is light, and through all ; 
I ſay, without bis operation, the work of the Devil within 
is not deſtroyed, neither can men be ſaved. God from the 
beginning choje by prop'e (asit's written) unto ſalvation, threugh 
ſanf fication , ond obedience 'to the truth, 2 Thefl. 2.13. The 
Spirit was that, as Paul ſaich, they was made Miniſters of, not 
of the letter. Mark that ,; you rhat call the letter the Word 
of God, ground of Faith, and rule of Life, Pau! ſaith, when 
he came to the Corinthians, He demonſtrated unto them the Spirit : 
the cauſe why he did ſo, was, as he fairh, that their faith 
might nt ſtand (as many thouſands now doth) in the excelenty 
of ſpeech, or words of mans wiſdom ; tut , that their faith might 
fond in the power of God, I have tryed many Teachers of 
differing perſwaſions that are ſo about the Form of Godli- 
neſs, which denyeth the light within to be of God, andI find 
them al to agree in this, That there is not of Gods Kingdom, 
which is light, in the world, ' that is, in wicked men, to be 
preached unto them. Mark, 'Whar would theſe Teachers, 
may one ſuppoſe, have ſaid nnto Chriſt in the dayes of his 
fleſh, when he ſaid, This Goſpel of the Kin; dim ſhall be preached 
in & the world for a witneſs ? may it not be ſuppoſed, chat they 
would have faid, It is not in.che world, and ig laugbed him to 
ſcorn , through their vnbelief , as many have in theſe our 
dayes, his witneſſes in England ? Oh how darkneſs hath cover- 
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ed the Earth, and groſs darkneſs the-people. Butthere was of 
this ſort ot Teachers in the Apoſtles dayes ; and, as Fobn ſaith, 
Theſe Antichriſis went eut from them, and they was many. That 
they was then, andamong{ the Diſciples, may appear : There 
are ſaith Jude , Certain men crept in wnawares , who were before 
of old ordained ty this condemnation, ungodly men , turning the 
grace of our God ints laſerv*ouſneſs, and denying the only Lord God, 
and cur Lord Feſws Chrift. And that they ſhall be; as may be 
ſeen they are unto this day , Peter. ſaith , . There ſhall be falſe 
Teachers among 364 , who privately ſhall bring in danmable bereſte : 
If it be demanded , What that hereſie is, my anſwer is, as Peter 
faich it is, the denying the Lord that bought them, co wit, I ſay, 
Chrilt Jeſus the |1ght within themſelves ; And many (aid be) 
ſhall folow their pernicious wayes ,, by reaſon of whom the way of 
Truth ſhall be evil ſp.kenof ; which things | have heard ard 
am @ witneſs of, for I hsve heard Teachers ſay, That the light 
within is of the Devil, and that it leads men to deſtroy 
ebemſelvesz ſo thar, as Tſarab faith, ſpeaking of Gods Cove- 
nant, The l:ght of the Gentiles I ama witneſs, man (faith he), bave 
deſpiſed bim,and the Nations aþborred bim. T. H. A Teacher in the 
Þ.vizes, ſaid, That the light wichin was mens ſpirit, which 
d1d convince them of ſin, and that God breathed ir into A- 
dam, and th:tit was in every man : and thar they thar did 
worſhip the light within, was Idolaters,,and breakers of Gods 
Commandements : (2id be, Tbe light, wichio, 1s not Chrif, bur 
mars ſpirit; for whiles Chiifk was. figured out in Types, 
he was not actually 1n being ; and ſaid, T hat Word by which 
God made the worids, was got the Chiiſt: Thele two lat- 
cer affirmations I had in, writing given me , by his approba- 
tion, and by one of his Brethren. To.fuch Teachersas theſe, 
it cannot be ſaid, in my judgement, .That they are fallen from 
the faith, that once was delivered unto the Saints ; and in which 
they that are ſaved ftands.; For I ſuppoſe, they was never 
of ir, but are of thoſe chat was. in the Apoftles dayes, That 
bad a form of godlineſr, but denyath the power, ſuch, as the Apoſtles 
faith, are to be turned away. from: the Spirit ſpoke in 
times paſt, that ſome ſhould depart from the faith. There bach 
been a great departing from that faith [ as may appear 
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(11) 
by. the boly Scriptures, and other wricings, I ſay] that Chriſt 
was the Author of, and, as there hath been, as the Spirit ſaid, 
A departing or falling away from the faith, I ſay, That Chrift 
was the Author of; even ſo there muſt be before the day 
of the Lord comes, as Paul {aid, @ faling away. I fay again, 
From that faich which Chriſt is not the Author of, for it is 
a dead faich, ard it worketh-not by love, but is vain, and 
they that are in it.are perſecuters of the Innocent unto 
death, witneis the people of New England, The righteouſ- 
neſs of Gog) Was not, nor never is revealed in it; but the 
wrath of God is revealed from Heaven againſt it, and againſt 
all thoſe that hold the truth of God in it; the cauſe is, Be- 
cauſe that which may be known of God wichin them, ts 
by ſuch denyed, Maay there be th. do believe, That the 
light within them, that doth convince them of fin, is of 
God; but they do not believe, that it is in every man, 
neither do they believe, that it is able to ſave them. bur, 
ſay they, I's the man Chriſt without vs, by which we muſt 
be ſaved. Mark, Chriſt (as ſaith the Scripture Y is the lobt ; 
the Fathzr, the Ward, and the Holy Ghoſt ir one , aud worketb 
by each others, So that what one doth, the other doth allo. 
It is the Spirit thou ſayeft convinceth thee of fin; the Scri- 
pture ſaich, The Lord is that Spirit , and touching the Name 
Man, it ſaith, that the Second Man is the Lord from Heaven ; 
and that the ſecond Adam is @ quickning Spirit.  Huth ' the 
Spirit of the Lord begun a work tn thee, and isit the fleſh 
that muſt periect thee ? Do not the Scriptures ſay? He that bath 
begun a good work , will finiſh it ; thou fooliſh Galathian, - Chriſt 
ſaith, T be fleſb profiteth nothing, be converted to the Spirit, 
and be.no longer bewitched by the cunning ſleights of them 
that lye, in walc to deceive, Tt's the Lord muſt build the 
houſe, or elſe the labourer laboureth bur in' vain. Do not 
every Pcophet. of the Lord, commend unto the Spirit, 
thac ſo by it they, may be buildedup > Did nor Moſes com.
